building and space needs of Andover’s 
schools are being evaluated by a con- 
sulting firm hired by the committee to 
help make plans for the future. 

DiNisco Inc. was hired to evaluate 
the current maintenance of all the 
buildings in the system. It will identi- 
fy renovation and addition needs of 
the four elementary schools to jive 
with projected enrollment figures and 
residential development for the next 
five to 10 years. 

The two middle schools and the high 
school seem to be in better shape, 
according to administration space 
needs and population projections. 

The counsulting firm presented its 
preliminary findings for the most 
cost-efficient ways to provide for And- 
over’s anticipated 300 new elementary 
students over the next five years. The 
firm’s report proposed four options. 
The first three would cost the town 
approximately $5 million each, and 
the last would double that figure. 

Here are the options: 

Option 1: Make moderate-sized ad- 
ditions to Bancroft, Sanborn and 
South elementary schools; 

Option 2: Reduce two classrooms at 
West Elementary School and use the

Fire Chief: Check Batteries 


When you set your clocks back to standard time in a couple of weeks, 
the Andover Fire Department wants you to check the batteries in your 
smoke detectors too. 

Selectmen made Sunday, Oct. 29, ‘‘Change Your Clock, Change Your 
Battery’’ Day in Andover. 

“A smoke detector can possibly double the chances of surviving a 
fire, yet as many as half of the smoke detectors in American homes are 
not working because of old or missing batteries,’’ said Fire Chief Har- 
old F. Hayes. 

Chief Hayes said neglected smoke detectors contribute to some 6,000 
deaths and 130,000 injuries in fires every year. 

‘“‘We’re trying to get the word out that the simple act of changing the 
battery in a smoke detector is the single most easy, effective and acces- 
sible way to make a difference in the number of deaths and injuries 
caused by fire,”’ he said. 

A working smoke detector provides early warning and escape time, 
which is critical, especially at night, when most fires occur, the chief 
said. He also suggested that Andover residents check the batteries in 
their flashlights when they reset their clocks. 

“It’s a habit that could save your life,’’ he said.

spaces for special disciplines, while 
allowing for medium-sized additions 
to Sanborn and South; 

Option 3: Maintain the integrity of 
the existing elementary schools and 
build a new school, which would ac- 
commodate about 330 students and 15 
regular classrooms, four special 
needs and tutorial spaces, a media 
center, cafeteria, gym and adminis- 
tration offices; 

Option 4: Build a new school, larger 
than the one outlined in option three. 
This plan would make space for ap- 
proximately 600 students and have 
double the number of classrooms— 
and a $10 million price tag. 

All four options mean that current 
elementary school boundaries would 
be revised. 

Last week committee members 
held a work session to discuss the op- 
tions and asked questions they would 
like to have answered in the consul- 
tant’s final report due the first week 
of November. 

“The next step is to go back to Di- 
Nisco for further information on new 
ideas for options,”’ said Margo Tilgh- 
man, committee chairman. 

The committee said it wants to see-a 
map of all land that the School De- 
partment owns, especially the large 
piece of land on Cross Street in West 
Andover. 

Cross Street is the most probable 
location if the town chooses to build a 
new school. But that area of town is 


not completely supplied by water and 
sewer lines, said Mrs. Tilghman, and 
the committee wants to investigate 
possible complications. 

Building permits and contruction 
projects show that West Andover is 
the fastest growing area in town in 
both industrial and residential devel- 
opment, and the committee said it 
wants more specific residential pro- 
jections for the next 10 years. 

Another area the committee is in- 
terested in is the land surrounding 
South School, one of the larger school 
campuses. This is important, said 
Mrs. Tilghman, because the commit- 
tee is interested in developing other 
school building options. She men- 
tioned, for example, a plan for build- 
ing two schools with a capacity of 450 
students each. 

“We also want DiNisco to cost out 
the possibility of a school in West And- 
over and enlarging South up to 600 stu- 
dents,”’ said Mrs. Tilghman. 

Another option the committee wants 
evaluated is the condition of 
Shawsheen School and the possibility 
of using the space for other purposes. 
It also requested a finding on the im- 
pact of moving the kindergarten back 
into the elementary schools. 

The committee and administration 
will discuss all the options when the 
final report is submitted in Novem- 
ber. Mrs. Tilghman hopes to schedule 
a public discussion on the options be- 
fore December.

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Schools’ Media 


Editor’s note: This is the 
second article in a series of 
biweekly articles written by 
the school system’s comput- 
er education director, who 
will describe the third 
phase of Andover’s comput- 
er education plan. 

The use of computers, 
hard disks, printers, mod- 
ems, commercial data 
bases, optical scanners, bar 
codes and CD-ROM players 
are now quite common to 
the schools’ secondary media librarians. These terms 
are also rapidly becoming familiar to the students 
who use the libraries. The media centers are helping 
students cope with an age of information by providing 
modern tools to locate and use available resources. 

The middle school libraries have each added an 
Apple Ile and Macintosh SE computer with printers 
to help students and teachers acquire and manipulate 
information. The Apple IIe computer is hooked up to 
a modem and newly installed phone connection so 
students have access to a national data base with 
more than 70 separate banks of data. 

Both schools are tied into the Dialog data base 
service, which provides information on almost any 
relevant topic. There are full text and bibliographic 
data that can help students complete educational as- 
signments. Students can capture information that 
can be downloaded to printer or disk. 

Media librarians Patricia Grassi and Nancy Geis- 
senhainer are excited about the potential of the sery- 
ice. Both will receive training in Boston. 
Instructional aides Barbara Collins and Nina As- 
geirsson will help students and teachers use this new 
service. The program was placed at Andover High 
School two years ago and has helped students and 
faculty acquire needed information. 

Another service to be offered at the middle schools 
this year is the use of CD-ROM, compact disk-read 
only memory. A tiny three-and-a-half-inch disk can 
store the entire contents of a 22-volume encyclopedia 
with plenty of room to spare. A laser disk player can 
access the data (thus the term read only) and display 
the information on a computer screen. A Macintosh 
computer has been hooked up to each CD player so 
students and teachers can use the “‘Academic Ameri- 
can”’ encyclopedia. 

The Macintosh computer supports “‘Hypercard,’’ a 
program that helps you manipulate large bodies of

information. Students can type any subject term and 
in seconds receive a list of related articles. They can 
then find and display any article. Both of these tech- 
nologies will make it easier for students and teachers 
to get needed information. 

The high school is also keeping pace with technolo- 
gy. The media center has used the Dialog data base 
service for the past two years. This service allows 
students and teachers to tap into national data bases 
and communicate with Memorial Hall Library. There 
is also an on-line Dow Jones news service used by 
social studies classes to reach updated information. 
A CD-ROM player was added to the media center last 
year. 

The player is connected to an IBM model 30 com- 
puter so students can use the Readers Guide to Peri- 
odic Literature. The guide can help students and 
teachers locate articles relevant to any search term. 
A Macintosh model 30 computer was recently ac- 
quired so another CD player could be purchased. This 
player may also have an encyclopedia disk available 
for teachers and students to do research. 

An exciting innovation added to the high school 
this year is the use of computers to keep track of 
books and magazines signed out from the high school 
library. Two IBM model 60 computers with 40 mega- 
byte hard disks are helping to run a software pro- 
gram, “Circulation Plus.” The program can keep 
records of the books and materials that are signed 
out on a daily basis. 

Here’s how it works: media librarians Jean Pen- 
dergrass or Chris McDermott place a computerized 
bar code tape inside a book a student wishes to take 
home. An optical scanner can read the bar code and 
record that the book has been signed out. Later the 
media specialists can enter information, such as the 
Library of Congress number, Dewey Decimal num- 
ber, title, author, price of the book and any special 
signout restrictions. 

Both media specialists believe this new system will 
offer many new benefits for inventory control. They 
took the time to enter a student ID number for each 
student at the high school into the computer. The stu- 
dent gives this ID to the librarian who enters the code 
into the computer. The software can then keep track

State Launches Foster Parent Campaign 


The ‘“‘One School, One Child”’ campaign, beginning 
its second year, is once again supported by the state 
departments of Social Services and Education and 
the Massachusetts Teachers Association and Feder- 
ation of Teachers. 

Starting in March, each of the 40 Department of 
Social Services area offices will approach schools 
and school systems with various initiatives to pro- 
mote awareness and interest in foster parenting. 

Last fall the department embarked on a new effort 
to recruit foster families through the schools. The 
project involved some 75 school systems and focused 
on interested parents, teachers and other school per- 
sonnel to consider becoming foster parents. The pro- 
ject also sought to educate students about foster care 
issues. 

Students participated in discussions and art and 
essay contests and saw films related to foster care. 
As a result, students, teachers, parents and others 


gained a deeper understanding of foster parenting, 
and approximately 30 families enrolled in the 10-week 
ae parent training class, Social Service officials 
said. 

Staff and students of Boston’s Madison Park-Hum- 
phrey High School’s communication arts/audiovisual 
production department produced a foster care video 
in conjunction with the Department of Social Services 
statewide foster care recruitment task force. Social 
Services plans to kick off this year’s “‘One School, 
One Child”’ foster home recruitment campaign with a 
showing of this video. 

As of June, some 7,500 children were in foster care, 
a 15-percent increase over the same time last year. 
Recruiting new foster families remains a top priori- 
ty, officials said. The department provides a compre- 
hensive training program, and approved foster 
families receive a monthly stipend, Medicaid and 
ongoing support.

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Historians To Preview New Exhibit

The Andover Historical Society will host a preview 
of its new exhibit, ‘‘“Made in Andover,’ Wednesday, 
Oct. 25, from 5:30 to 7:30 p.m. at the society’s head- 
quarters, the Amos Blanchard House, 97 Main St. Re- 
freshments will be served. : ; 

The exhibit, which will run through mid April, fea- 
tures a wide array of crafts and manufactured goods 
that have been made here since the town’s founding 
in 1646. These products include everything from 
books to hockey pucks, textiles to pewter, artistic 
bronzes to yogurt. ; 

Andover’s economy, like that of most American 
towns, was heavily based on agriculture until the 
Revolution. The war and its embargoes, along with 
advancing technology, enabled enterprising towns- 
people to begin a variety of new businesses. While 
agriculture continued to dominate the local economy 
into this century, industry steadily gained ground. 
Andover’s location on the then swiftly flowing 
Shawsheen River was an important factor in its in- 
dustrial development. The not-so-swiftly flowing 
routes 495 and 93 play a similar role in Andover’s 
economy today. 

In early years, Andover’s riverside location made 
possible goods dependent upon water power for their 
production. Sawmills turned out lumber; fulling 


mills, wool cloth; and grist mills, flour. Craftspeople 
included cabinetmakers, weavers and tanners. Later, 
the arrival of the railroad in the 1830s opened newer 
and more distant markets to Andover’s businesses. 
This was the great age of the textile industry in New 
England and Andover’s white flannel cloth, de ri- 
gueur for gentlefolk in summertime, became known 
throughout the nation. In the late 19th century, the 
Ballardvale Stoneware Manufacturing Co. produced 
the decorated jugs and crocks that are eagerly sought 
by collectors today. 

The exhibit includes not only products manufac- 
tured locally but also related tools and equipment, 
photographs, advertisements and company memora- 
bilia. Represented in the exhibit are individual arti- 
sans, home manufacturers and large companies such 
as American Woolen, Tyer Rubber and Smith and 
Dove. All played a part in Andover’s vigorous indus- 
trial history. 

The exhibit was curated by Director/Curator 
Charlote Smith. She was assisted by the Andover His- 
torical Society’s exhibits committee, chaired by Ro- 
bin Sung and including Dot Tavern, Norma Gammon, 
Margaret Rogerts, Karen Herman, Barbara and 
Priscilla Alden, Elaine Bailey and Barbara Thibault, 
the society’s director of education.

of the book. The software allows the li- 
brarians to print out a list of all overdue 
books, give a frequency of how many 
times materials have been checked out or 
print out a list of materials that pertains 
to a certain topic. It could also be used to 
tell if a book is available in the library. 
The program could be used to establish a 
fine system if materials are not returned 
on time, but both librarians say the ma- 
jority of students are responsible with 
signed out materials. 

Another advantage is that books can be 
labeled for overnight or restricted use. 
The software can flag a book so it can be 
only taken out for one night or signed out 
by students in a particular class. Even- 
tually more than 22,000 resources may be 
computerized. 

Ms. Pendergrass and Ms. McDermott 
have spent many extra hours establishing 
the system. The benefits will be well 
worth the time invested since it can help 
them manage the many available re- 
sources. 

Libraries of the future will rely on com- 
puters more and more to manage their 
resources. Card catalogs are being re- 
placed with computers and search 
software. Technology is rapidly changing 
how people gain access to materials in a 
modern libary. Andover’s computer plan 
has helped modernize procedures so stu- 
dents and teacher are better able to man- 
age information.

The 
four students say they were 
never asked to present identifi- 
cation, although restaurant 
workers maintain they showed 
false identification. 

Restaurant owner Gerald 
Cohen hired a private eye to 
prove Scott C. Kelley, 20, of 38 
Robinhood Road, Natick, pos- 
sessed a valid Massachusetts 
identification when he ordered 
drinks in the restaurant. 

On Monday night, investiga- 
tor Terrance Loughton told Se- 
lectmen he posed as a 
supermarket salesman to 
catch the underage college stu- 
dent with fake identification. 

Television viewers watching 
the Selectmen’s meeting 
called police after listening to 
Mr. Loughton explain how he 
gave a six pack of beer to a 
Merrimack College student.

The other materials, 
hopefully, can go all in one container and 
that may be a standard one provided by 
the town or purchased by the homeowner.

Curb- 
side pickup should be every week like the 
trash so long-time storage won’t be nec- 
essary.

composer whose originality forever 
changed the direction of American music. 

Mr. Dvorak said the way to salvation 
for American music was in the devel- 
opment of a national style based on melo- 
dies of black Americans and American 
Indians. His music reflects that philoso- 
phy by use of harmony, rhythmic variety 
and free employment of national folk 
tunes. 

Mr. Haydn has become known as the 
creator of the classical form of the sym- 
phony and string quartet. It has been sug- 
gested the themes of his music may have 
come from folk melodies of his childhood. 

Performing Friday will be Gerald Itz- 
koff, Heidi Yenney, Catherine Consiglio 
and William Thomas. 

Violinist Itzkoff is concertmaster of the 
New Hampshire Symphony and Monad- 
nock Festival Orchestras.

“They have built impoundment 
dams to facilitate the collection of 
oil in the ground water,” said Mr. 
Penny. 


To do this, the crews have dug pits 
at different elevations that allow the 
ground water to rise. From there the 
oil can then be skimmed off, he said. 


The next part of the cleanup pro- 
cedure will identify how much of the 
oil-soaked highway will have to be 
replaced. Mr. Penny said he doesn’t 
know how much hot top will have to 
be removed or how long it will take. 


He expects to have those answers 
some time next week. The crews are 
now boring holes in the surface and 
testing the samples. 


‘I suspect that some of it (hot top) 
will have to be removed. It was pret- 
ty well impregnated with oil,’” Mr. 
Penny said.
